He afterwards con- 
verfed with the maid very fenfiblys And on Satur- 
day, after having ordered her to fhut the windows, 
Jight a candle, and reach down his’ piffols, which 
he obferved were dufty, defired her in the kindeft 
manner to leave the room, and return to him in an 
hour. She had fcarcely got down {tair’ before he 
fhot himfelf.

no wan ~ceflary delay thould take place in fettling his 
fyccefior. It was therefore propofed, that the I ref- 
pyrery fhould now fultain the prefentation 5 which 
ae unanimoufly agreed to, and the moderation of 
a call was appointed in South Leith Church on Fri- 
day the 23d of February next, Mr Robert Walker, 
one of the minifters . of Canongaic, to preach and 
prefide upon the occafion. ‘There was alfo prefent- 
ed to the Prefbytery by Mr Macdowall, Old Dean 
of. Guild, and Mr Hugh Buchan, City Chamber- 
hin; two of the Commiflioners appointed to profe- 
gute. the tranfportation of the Rev. Mr William 
Martin from the parith of Gargunnock, to the New 
Grayfriar’s parish of this city, the fenteace of the 
Prelbytery of Stirling, foosng Mr Martin’s relation 
ro. the pafith of Gargunnock ; which being read, 
the Commiffioners moved, that the Prefbytery thould 
appoint Thurfday the 22d of February next, for 
Mr Martin’s admifhion into the New Grayfriar’s pa- 
sith, which was unanimoully agreed to; and the 
Rev. Mr David Bennet, minifler of Duddingfton, 
appointed to preach and prefide upon the occafion. 
Meff. Macdowall and Buchan likewife prefented 
to the Prefbyrery an aét of the Town Council, 
creating a new parith,.to be called St Andrew's 
Parifoyand alloting all the buildings in the Extend- 
ed Royalty, or New ‘Town, to conftitute that 
parifh; and craving the Prefbytery’s fanction to this 
new erection. In order to fatisfy the Prefbytery of 
the propriety. and legality of the meafure, a Memo- 
rial and Queries for the Town Council, with the o- 
pinions ot.the Lord Advocate, and Mr William 
Robertfon advocate, procurator for the Churgh, was 
propofed to be read to the meeting, This occafion- 
ed a thort debate, fome members infifting, that as 
this day had been fixed, at their former mecting, 
for taking under confideration the Overture tranf- 
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mitted to Prefbyteries by laft General Affembly, re 

fpeQing the New Form of Procefs, no other bufi- 
nefs fhould now be allowed to interfere with that ; 
the more efpecially as the delaying the cvuafideration 
of the matter fuggefted by the Commillioners till 
next Prefbytery day, coqld in no fhape prejudice the 
Town Council, or any other party. It was con- 
tended, on the other hand, that, without meaning 
to give any decifion at prefent, it was certainly high- 
ly proper to hear the Memorial and Opinions read, 
becaufe they no doubt would throw great light upon 
the fubject, and enable members to come prepared 
againft next Prefbyrery day: This idea was-at latt 
gone into, and the Memorial and Opinions being 
read, the confideration of the affair was delayed till 
next meeting of Prefbytery ; agaiolt which time, the 
ancient records of the General Seilions, previous to 
the Revolution, upon a motion of Mr Lundie’s, was 
ordered to be laid upon the table.
